FACULTY 


CONSTITUTIONAL AND LEGISLATIVE 
PROVISIONS 


Our State Constitution contains the following: 


Sec. 147. “A high degree of intelligence, integrity, 
and morality on the part of every voter in a government 
by the people being necessary in order to insure the con- 
tinuance of that government and the prosperity and hap- 
piness of the people, the legislative assembly shall make 
provision for the establishment and maintenance of a 
system of public schools which shall be open to all chil- 
dren of the state of North Dakota and free from sectarian 
control. The legislative requirements shall be irrevoca- 
ble without the consent of the United States and the 
people of North Dakota.” 


Sec. 148. “The Legislative Assembly shall provide 
at its first session after the adoption of this Constitution 
for a uniform system of free public schools throughout 
the state; beginning with the primary and extending 
through all grades up to and including the normal and 
collegiate course.” 

The codes of 1899, § 913, contain the following: 


“The object of such Normal Schools shall be to pre- 
pare teachers in the science of education and the art of 
teaching in public schools.” 

This school was established in accordance with the 
above provisions and opened its doors for the admission 
of pupils on the first day of December, 1890. Its substan- 
tial progress is shown by an attendance of three hundred 
and fifty-eight prospective teachers and a graduating 
class of fifty-five professionally trained teachers in its 
sixteenth year.

As a matter of economy to the state, that bears the 
expense of their education, the school is careful to place 
each of its graduates in a position where he will be 
worth one hundred per cent of himself to himself and to 
others. The salaries of the above class for their first 
year’s service after graduation, range from $50 to $90 a 
month. It is confidéntly believed that the average pay 
of this class for the current year will compare favorably 
with the first year’s pay of any class graduated at any 
time from any Normal school in the Northwest. 

This school is the open door of opportunity to worthy 
young men and women who aspire to elevate themselves 
by assisting others to rise. 
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ATHLETICS 


M. N. POPE, DIRECTOR 


Athletics at the Normal School are on a sound basis, 
being directly under the supervision of a regularly elected 
member of the faculty. Instruction is given to all who 
desire it, in football, basketball, baseball, track athletics, 
fencing, club Swinging, etc. Besides this there are 
teams in football, basketball, baseball, indoor baseball 
and track athletics, which represent the school in com- 
petition with other members of the North Dakota Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Conference. The equipment for all 
sports is particularly good, a large field giving ample 
room for baseball, football and track athletics is situated 
adjoining the building. On the campus we have also 
two of the best tennis courts in the state, one being of 
sod and one of clay. In the building are two commodi- 
ous gymnasia, the boys’, 26x80 feet; the girls’, 36x80 feet. 
Both have a 16-foot ceiling. The girls’ gymnasium is 
supplied with a grand stand accommodating 490 specta- 
tors. In this indoor stadium all match games of indoor 
baseball and basketball are played. Leading from this 
gymnasium is the ladies’ dressing room, equipped with 
tub, shower and needle baths. It is expected that in the 
near future both gymnasia will be equipped with chest 
weights, Indian clubs, dumb bells, flying rings and other 
necessary gymnastic apparatus. The department espe- 
cially emphasizes the place of athletics, which supplies 
the present and growing need for teachers able to in- 
struct in sports and gymnastic work.

GLEE CLUBS 


A men’s and a women’s Glee Club under the general 
direction of the teacher of music,do much to supplement 
the systematic training in music given in the course of 


study. 
LITERARY SOCIETY 


A Literary Society is in successful operation. - Its 
meetings are held Friday evenings, fortnightly, and are 
conducted according to parliamentary usage. They are 
designed to acquaint its members with the customs and 
practices of deliberative bodies, to give an impetus to 
literary investigation and to develop talent for literary 
work, public speaking, and extemporaneous discussion. 
Open meetings are held occasionally to which the public 
is invited. The Normal Exponent is published monthly 
by the Literary Society. 


WOMEN’S LEAGUE 


The Women’s League is a social organization under 
the immediate direction of the Preceptress of the ladies’ 
dormitory. It serves the double purpose of furnishing 
social amusement to both the young ladies and gentle- 
men of the school and of acquainting them with the 
spirit and forms of polite society. 


CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATIONS 


The Young Women’s and Young Men’s Christian 
Associations are represented in the school and devote 
themselves to the various important kinds of work ap- 
propriate to such organizations. 


COURSES OF STUDY 


The School offers three courses of study: 
1. An English course. 
2. A Latin course. 
3. A Graduate course. 

Courses one and two can be completed by strong 
students having little or no high school training, in four 
years; course three can be completed by strong graduates 


of first-class high schools in one year. 


COLLEGE GRADUATES 
A special course is arranged for college and univer- 
sity graduates to qualify them for directive positions in 
the educational work of the state. A number graduated 
with the classes of ’04-’06 and they are engaged in well- 
paying positions for the ensuing year as superintendents, 
principals and assistants in city high schools. 


EXPENSES 
TUITION 
Tuition is free in all departments. 


REGISTRATION 


A registration fee is charged as follows: 

Five dollars for the entire year to be paid by one en- 
tering *the fall-term; four dollars giore thes winter sand 
spring terms to be paid by one entering the winter term; 
three dollars for the spring term to be paid on entering 


then. 
TEXT BOOKS 


All necessary text books are furnished by the school 
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and access given to a general library of six thousanp 
volumes, for which a library fee of one dollar and twen- 
ty-five cents per term is charged. 


BOARDING 

Rooms and meals in thd@uilding cost $14 per month 
of four weeks payable in advance. 

Meals are furnished in the boarding hall to both 
ladies and gentlemen rooming outside the building, at 
$11 per month of four weeks payable in advance. 

Board and room in the city costs $3.00 per week. 
Ikooms can be rented at from $1 to $6 per month, accord- 
ing to accommodations furnished. 


LADIES’ DORMITORY 
The dormitory rooms are heated by steam, ventilated 
by indirect radiation and lighted by electricity. Modern 
toilet and bath rooms furnished with hot and cold water 
are in the dormitory. These accommodations cost seyen- 
five cents a week. 


ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 


1. Theapplicant must possess a good moral character. 

2. Itis advisable to come recommended by some re- 
sponsible person, as the county superintendent. 

3. If the applicant holds a Teachers’ Certificate he 
will be admitted without examination. 

4. A common school diploma admits the holder 
without examination. 

0. If the applicant holds neither a Teacher's Certifi- 
cate nor a common school diploma, he will be required 
to pass a fair examination in Arithmetic, Grammar, Geog- 
raphy and U.S. History. 

6. A graduate from a first-class high school will be 
admitted to the Professional course without examination.
